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: Report of the Board of Education. 


For THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 15, 1897: 


The Board of Education in submitting their annual report 
of schools to the town are pleased to say that without any 
exception the schools have been in a very satisfactory condition: 
There has been an increased interest manifested by many 
scholars, and parents have been much interested in the work 
their children were doing and by encouragement and assistance 
have helped much toward the general resuit. | 

The Pond street: school has been in charge of Miss Myra 
M. Day. This is Miss Day’s third year in this school, and 
we feel that she is becoming more attached to her work and 
scholars, and this we believe has resulted in greater improve- 
ment in this school than any year since the school has been 
under her charge. She has worked faithfully, and well 
deserves the success she has won. The school at Rowe’s 
corner has been in charge of Miss Bertha M. Still. ° This is 
her second year with this school, and the better acquaintance 
of teacher with pupils together with her increased love for her 
work has resulted in a very profitable year’s work. Miss Still 
has spared no effort to improve her school, and her success is 
highly satisfactory to the board. 

The Junction school has been in charge of Miss Gertrude 
N. Whipple, and although this was her first year with us she 
has spared no effort on her part to make her school a success, 
and parents and board are well satisfied with her work. 

The Village school has been in charge of Miss M. E. 
Bemis, who has maintained her former record, which has 
always been satisfactory. 

The High school has been in charge of Miss C. M. Allen, 
who has proved herself to be a pleasant instructor, and won 
the confidence and respect of her pupils. Her methods are 
somewhat . different from her predecessor, but with an: in- 
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creased number of pupils, and laboring under disadvantages 
that teachers in our High school are obliged to mect, we 
regard her work very satisfactory. 

At the close of the summer term, which we are obliged by 
law to censider the closing term of the year in our report to 
the Supt. of Public Instruction, the first class to complete 
the course of study adopted for our High school, graduated, 
and although the class was small, the board believe they have 
‘great reason to feel justly proud of the class, and we believe 
parents and citizens generally were pleased with the ex- 
ercises, and especially with the parts taken by the graduates. 

The success of the entertainment is due to the efforts of the 
members of the school and their teacher, und much praise is 
due them. 

At the close of the summer term the class going out from 
the High school made room for a class to enter and a public 
examination was given to pupils from all schools in town 
who were advanced far enough to be considered capable of 
taking up the course of study arranged for the first year. Those 
whose work at the examination did not show a percentage 
above 50 were not allowed to enter, all were given an equal 
chance, and while some were no doubt disappointed, the 
examination has resulted in good to our scholars, by showing 
them there was something ahead to aspire to, and something 
to be gained by thoroughly understanding the principles they 
were going over in their studies and to be able to apply them, 
and to do their work correctly. The good accomplished has 
more than met our expectations. Owing to the fact that our 
geographies were very much out of date, and many of them 
completely worn out, the Board believed it for the interest of 
our schools to make a change for a newer work, which would 
give our scholars the latest and best information known in this 
branch of study. The change was made on as favorable terms 
as was possible, the puvlishers allowing forty cents for each 
old book, and we gavethemas many old books as we purchased 
new, and we believe the new work has been very generally 
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regarded with favor, Sickness in some localities has lessened 
the average attendance and, but for the careful measures taken 
by the Board of Health, we should have been obliged to have 
closed some ofour schools. On the whole we feel that we have 
been especially favored during the year, and believe our schools 
are in better condition than a year ago. The literary fund 
received from the state has been growing less for two years, 
and with no additional appropriation from other sources, we 
have been obliged to make our winter term short, but in case of 
the school taught by Miss Bimis and the high school this year 
the terms have been made longer by private subscriptions and 
services voluntarily given by the teachers. In case of some 
other schools the location of schoolhouses did not make it very 
desirable to attempt to carry out this plan. 

We would again call attention to the great need of a new 
school building, hoping by constantly bringing the matter to 
the notice of the town the want will soon be a reality.
